PALM BEACH - On the wake 
of being sworn in on Friday, 
October 29 as Minister of 
Tourism, Transport and Labor, 
Otmar Oduber expressed his 
pleasure to the more than 
250 delegates from around 
the world that his first official 
act was representing Aruba 
at the opening of the General 
Session of SITE International 
Conference 2009, which took 
place in the ballroom of the 
Westin Aruba Resort the 
following Saturday morning. 

Minister Oduber expressed 
that this annual conference 
of the Society of Incentive 
and Travel Executives “will 
be engrained in my memory 
forever.” He also admitted 
it had a poignancy, as his 
late brother, Simon “Rudito” 
Oduber, was instrumental in 
bringing SITE University to 
Aruba in 1993. 

The General Session was 
hosted by SITE Immediate 
Past President Padraic Gilligan 
of Ovation Global DMC. The 
morning’s speakers included 
Fay Beauchine of Carlson 
Marketing, discussing “Events 
and Motivational Traveling,” 
with an eye towards trends 
in North America, while 
Andreas Span of IBM 
Deutschland examined the 
European perspective. Guest 
Keynote Speaker for this 
year was Assistant Secretary- 
General of the United Nations 
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World Tourism Organization, 
Professor Geoffrey Lipman. 
“World Watch,” was the 
general topic of the morning’s 
session. 

Professor Lipman opened 
the discussion with an overall 
evaluation of the current 
global economy and its effects 
on travel, incentive travel 
in particular, along with the 
socio-economic impact of the 
incentive travel and tourism 
industry, and the positive 
role and responsibility an 
organization such as SITE 
maintains in encouraging 
destinations towards “going 
green.” Preservation of the 
world’s resources and climate 
is a major issue, and the 
travel industry, in Professor 
Lipman’s opinion, does have 
the power to influence positive 
change.

Regarding the present state 
of the global economy and its 
effects on the tourism industry, 
he opened his remarks by 
warning his audience, “You 
can’t judge anything by the 
news headlines. What is a 
headline today of good news, 
tomorrow could be a headline 
of bad news. We all want to 
be optimistic...sometimes you 
have to temper that optimism 
with a healthy dose of realism.” 
He continuedby complimenting 
SITE on their choice of location 
for this year’s conference. 
“There isn’t a better spot than 
the Caribbean to contemplate 
tourism’s resilience to 
economic recession and the 
first signs of recovering in 
2010.” Because the Caribbean 
is the most tourism-centric 
economy in the world, it is the 
ideal location to “look beyond 
the economics to the big 
challenges and opportunities 
from the continuing stimulus 
packages and the longer term 
transformation to a green 
economy.” 

Generally, tourism is 
approximately 30% of the 
GDP contribution to Caribbean 
nations; for Aruba it is closer 
to 70%. “For the Caribbean, 
without our sector of the 
economy, everything goes 
black; this is compared to 
around 6-12% on a global basis. 
The patterns of impact are 
the same, but not as intense,” 
explained Professor Lipman. 
“Tourism accounts for 1 in 3 


jobs. In Aruba, we must assume 
70% of the work available. This 
is exceptionally significant 
because unemployment is 
going to be the biggest single 
economic challenge now that 
the banking crisis is under 
some measure of control.” 

“The timing for this 
conference is also pertinent,” 
Professor Lipmanmentioned, as 
some economists are suggesting 
recovery in 2010, and the U.S. 
figures show positive growth 
for the third quarter of 2009, 
the first cessation of negative 
growth in a year. “However, 
we should be very careful,” he 
warned “because the same IMF 
report and the OECD suggest 
that unemployment will keep 
rising, and we are not going to 
see an end until the end of 2011 
or 2012; this is enormously 
significant.” 

It appears that economists 
differ as to the shape of the 
graphs that will track the world 
and tourism economy over the 
next few years. It may be a “W” 
with sharp ups and down, or 
the sign for a square root, with 
a short, sharp rise, and than 
a plateau. Professor Lipman 
quoted Winston Churchill in 
saying “If you give me to two 
different economists in the same 
room, I will get two different 
opinions.” In his opinion, there 
is no certain prediction for the 
economic outcome of the next 
six months. 

After comparing both 
economic and corporate 
weaknesses in regards to

recovery, he reiterated that 
when it comes, a primary 
concern is global environmental 
responsibility by the travel 
industry and the necessity of 
affecting a switch to alternative 
energy sources, as climate 
change is an authentic treat to 
the next generation. 

Fay Beauchine brought 
forward a slightly more 
positive note. In survey results 
it was demonstrated that when 
people can put aside money 
to accumulate disposable 
income, their #1 goal is to take 
a vacation, accounting for 56% 
of those polled 
Unfortunately, the morning’s 
presentations went beyond 
their time scheduled, so a panel 
discussion with questions from 
the audience was postponed. 
Summing up, Professor 
Lipman expressed he was not 
attending SITE with any firm 
vision for the immediate future, 


but wished to share something 
examined by the UNWTO 
recently. “This recession 
is deeper than anything we 
have seen in 30 years, and 
probably as deep as the Great 
Depression.” Examining 
graphs have demonstrated 
emerging markets in smaller 
economies, such as India and 
China, are recovering quicker 
than established, developed 
economies, which fuel the 
growth of the travel sector. 


He reported this analysis 
by one of the leading UN 
economists, which reminds the 
tourism industry that “Current 
economies are supported by 
extraordinary government 
stimulus measures. Financial 
systems are likely to stay 
dysfunctional for some 
time. Neither consumers nor 
business are in a position to 
spend because debt remains 
high and unemployment is still 
rising.”Q

DP: lack of action on A/H1N1 a throat to people, economy 

~ Submits questions to ExCo ~ 


PHILIPS BURG -- The 
Democratic Party faction 
of the Island Council has 
written to the Executive 
Council seeking answers 
concerning the H1N1 
Influenza type A virus (A/ 
H1N1) and its threat to the 
people and economy of St. 
Maarten. 

“Particularly in the United 
States, the virus, according 
to media reports, has spread 
to 46 states [and] doctors’ 
visits have increased steeply 
while hospitalisation 

and deaths continue to 
increase. Considering this 
development, St. Maarten 
should be monitoring the 
developments locally very 
closely, as an increase in 
the US means that it is a 
matter of time before we 
experience an increase 
here,” DP Councilwoman 
Maria Buncamper-Molanus 
said. 

The former Commissioner 
of Health explained that the 
Dutch Minister of Public 
Health had announced she 
had made 34 million euros 
available to purchase the 
vaccine for A/H1N1 that 
was now available. 

The amount of vaccine, 
according to the Dutch 
Public Health Minister, is 


sufficient to vaccinate the 
Dutch and Netherlands 
Antillean population twice. 
“But it is being advised to 
provide specific, vulnerable 
target groups in the 
community with the vaccine. 
These groups include 
persons with medical risks 
for the annual seasonal flu, 
all persons age 60 and over 
and pregnant women who 
are already in their third 
trimester,” she said. 

Also, health care workers 
who have direct contact 
with at-risk patients are 
considered persons who 
should be vaccinated. 
While the volume of 
vaccine expected earlier 
this year has apparently not 
become available as yet, 
the question, according to 
Buncamper-Molanus, is 
what the government of St. 
Maarten is doing about it. 

In that context, the 
Democratic Party would 
like the Executive Council 
to answer the following 
questions: Is the Executive 
Council monitoring the 
spread of the A/H1N1 
closely? 

How many A/H1N1 cases 
have we had in St. Maarten 
to date, [and], if available, 
can the report be provided 


to the Island Council? 

Has Government or any other 
entity in St. Maarten been able 
to secure any of the vaccine 
from the Dutch Government 
or through any other means or 
from any other source for the 
Island Territory of St. Maarten? 
Has a plan been devised in 
which, in particular, the at-risk 
groups of our population - the 
elderly, health care workers, 
expecting mothers, etc. - are 
able to get vaccinated? 

The Dutch Public Health 
Advisory Council has advised 
against providing the entire 


Dutch population with the 
vaccine. 

As such, the DP asked if the 
Executive Council had given 
any consideration to this 
advice as it pertained to St. 
Maarten, considering the fact 
that St. Maarten was a tourism 
destination receiving most of 
its visitors from a destination 
in which A/HIN 1 has spread so 
widely. 

The Executive Council was also 
asked if it considered everyone 
working in the tourism sector 
to fall within “persons at 
risk,” and as a result, would a

recommendation or decision be 
made to have all these persons 
vaccinated? 

“The Democratic Party 
considers it of utmost 
importance that these questions 
be addressed promptly as all 
indications are that the situation 
is escalating rapidly. The 
people of St. Maarten and the 
economy of St. Maarten could 
be at risk if A/H IN 1 is not taken 
seriously and the prevention 
of its spread is not dealt with 
effectively,” Buncamper- 
Molanus concluded. □

Australian nil spill ‘putting animals at risk’

SYDNEY (AFP) - A massive 
oil leak off Australia’s 
northwest coast poses an 
“immediate risk” to dozens 
of marine species, with untold 
numbers possibly dying and 
sinking to the Timor Sea floor, 
a report has said. 

Biologist James Watson was 
commissioned to carry out 
a government survey of the 
West Atlas drilling rig, where 
at least 400 barrels of oil have 
gushed daily into the ocean 
since August 21. 

He found about 20 dead 
seabirds and a dead sea snake 
among 23 species, and said 
the oil appeared to be drawing 
certain species into the toxic 
area, where they were at grave 
risk. 


“The presence of dying birds 
and dead sea snakes suggest 
that there is an immediate risk 
to species utilising the water 
that has been affected by the 
oil slick,” Watson wrote in his 
report, which was released 
late Friday. 

“It is possible that species that 
are dying or dead and lying 
in oil-affected water may not 
stay afloat for long periods of 
time, making it unlikely that 
we would find large numbers 
of dead animals,” he added. 
There was a “significant risk” 
that a change in conditions 
could push the oil into deeper 
waters further west and north, 
where large numbers of 
endangered cetaceans lived, 
he added. 

“Moreover, as the breeding 


seasons ends... more juvenile 
birds will be feeding 
throughout the region. As 
such, we believe that over the 
upcoming months the oil slick 
— if uncontained — may have 
an increasing impact on these 
species,” he said. 

Watson said the spill appeared 
to have changed the feeding 
and breeding behaviour of 
some animals, and long¬ 
term studies were needed to 
determine how severe the 
impact was. 

“I am amazed at how little 
Australia cares about this,” 
he told the Sydney Morning 
Herald newspaper. 

“This is a huge oil slick.” 

The rig’s Thai-based operator 
PTTEP Australasia failed in 
a fourth attempt to plug the 
leak, now entering its 10th 
week, and said it could be 
months before the operation 
was successful. 

More than 2,000 barrels of 


oil have been recovered from 
the ocean surface in clean up 
efforts to date. 

Environment Minister Peter 
Garrett said he remained very 
concerned about the long-term

impact and was “certainly 
very anxious to see this spill 
stopped quickly and safely.” 
“While acknowledging 

the difficulty of the task at 
hand, I share the frustrations 
that efforts to get this spill 
stopped have so far not been 
successful,” he said. 
“However, I am determined 
that the environmental 
impacts of this spill are 
properly assessed and the 
long term monitoring plan I 
have commissioned will help 
ensure that happens.” 

The World Wide Fund for 
Nature warned that wildlife 
was dying and “hundreds if 
not thousands of dolphins, 
seabirds and sea-snakes are 
being exposed to toxic oil” 
after surveying the spill area, 
250 kilometres (155 miles) 
offshore. 

PTTEP Australasia has agreed 
to pay for environmental 
monitoring of the area for at 
least two years.Q

In boost lor economy, companies 
spend on equipment

WASHINGTON - Businesses are finally willing to spend more 
money on equipment, a healthy sign for the economic recovery. 
For the first time in nearly two years, companies ponied up more 
money for a category called “equipment and software” in the third 
quarter of the year. 

It isn’t a huge growth rate —just 1.1 percent, according to the 
government’s report last week on U.S. economic growth. Still, 
equipment and software are a broad and important category of items 
made by such companies as Deere & Co., EMC Corp. and General 
Electric Co. It includes computers, software, medical equipment, 
industrial engines, autos, planes, furniture and farm machinery. 
Business spending is especially crucial now because consumers, 
who normally drive a recovery, aren’t doing so this time. Many 
shoppers are too squeezed by job losses, flat wages, tight credit 
and high debt. 

The higher spending doesn’t necessarily mean companies are 
swimming in cash. But in a twist on the Ant and the Grasshopper 
fable, some businesses managed to save enough during the 
recession to spend more now, analysts said. Others can’t get loans 
to expand their plants and instead must upgrade the equipment 
they have, analysts said. 

When businesses spend more on equipment, jobs can eventually 
be created at companies that make the machines and the parts that 
go into them. 

Some makers of technology-related equipment see better business 
conditions. At EMC, which sells data storage machines and 
software, CEO Joe Tucci said he was starting to see customers 
become more comfortable with ramping up spending on information 
technology. 

EMC said it expected a “slow but steady recovery.” 

For now, though, most businesses are reluctant to hire. To meet any 
pickup in demand, they’re relying instead on workers they already 
have. 

The economy isn’t likely to create many jobs until a broad-based 
recovery has taken hold. 

Edward Yardeni, president and chief investment strategist at Yardeni 
Research, predicts businesses will boost their spending on capital 
equipment at around a 10 percent annualized rate in the current 
October-to-December quarter. And he thinks it will continue rising 
after that as businesses’ revenue and profits improve.Q 


After stock market slide data 
take on new urgency

NEW YORK-After a forceful 
reminder that the third quarter 
is history, stock investors are 
now uneasy about the final 
months of the year. 

Stocks posted their biggest 
losses in four months Friday as 
traders worried that consumers 
won’t be able to help lift the 
economy. Only a day earlier, 
investors celebrated news 
that the economy grew at the 
fastest pace in two years in the 
July-September period. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 200 points 
Thursday only to tumble 250 
on Friday. 

The market’s volatility adds 
urgency to a flood of data this 
week that could help signal 
whether investors have been 
prescient or premature in the 
bets they’ve been placing on a 
rebound in the economy. The 
benchmark Standard & Poor’s 
500 index lost 2 percent for 
October to break a seven- 
month streak of gains but is 
still up 53.2 percent from a 
12-year low in March. 

Much of this week’s data on 
employment, manufacturing, 
services and home sales will 
provide investors with more 
up-to-date snapshots of the 
economy than last week’s 
numbers on the third quarter. 
The Federal Reserve also will 
weigh in after it wraps up a 
two-day meeting on interest 
rate policy. 

The week may be pivotal 
because investors will 
searching for clues about how 
the country will stand without 
as much government hand¬ 
holding as in the third quarter, 
when the economy grew at an 
annual pace of 3.5 percent. 
Some programs like Cash for 
Clunkers that drummed up car 
sales and puffed up the overall 
economy have ended. 

Traders also will be sifting 
through comments from 


the Fed for signals on when 
policymakers might start to 
raise interest rates, which are 
at essentially zero, a record 
low. 

Investors will be looking 
under the hood of economic 
reports for any insight about 
what might happen in the 
final two months of the 
fourth quarter and in 2010. 
The Institute for Supply 
Management’s October index 
on manufacturing is expected 
Monday. Analysts will be 
paying particular attention to 
its new orders index, which is 
an indicator of future activity. 
The ISM’s index on service 
industries is due Wednesday. 
The biggest report of the 
week is expected to be 
the Labor Department’s 
October employment report. 
Unemployment stands 

at a 26-year high of 9.8 
percent. Analysts predict 
unemployment will have risen 
for October and that it will top 
10 percent by next year. 

Even though unemployment 
doesn’t tend to fall until well 
after economic recoveries 
have begun, some investors 
are worried that layoffs and 
the threat of layoffs will 
prove so severe that they will 


undermine the economy’s 
ability to recover by keeping 
consumers away from stores. 
Increased spending by 
households is considered key 
to a sustained recovery. So far, 
the economy’s turn has come 
from government spending 
and businesses boosting 
profits by slashing costs. 

Jill Evans, portfolio manager of 
the Alpine Dynamic Dividend 
Fund in Purchase, N.Y., said 
that even as consumers hold 
back, some businesses like 
manufacturers are doing better 
as overseas economies recover 
faster. 

The weak dollar makes U.S. 
exports cheap for foreign 
buyers. 

“I think we’re having a bit of 
a tug-of-war here,” she said, 
referring to improvements 
among some businesses and 
lagging consumers. 

Evans noted that consumers 
have been the ones to pull the 
economy out of recessions 
since the 1990s but that more 
often, increased spending by 
businesses and government 
is what plucks the economy 
from downturns. 

“The consumer is expected, in 
our opinion, to be the last thing 
to turn here,” she said.Q

Yet these 
mostly unproven treatments 
are now mainstream and 
used by more than a third of 
all Americans. This is one 
in an occasional Associated 
Press series on their use and 
potential risks. 

Future doctors and nurses are 
learning about acupuncture 
and herbs along with anatomy 
and physiology at a growing 
number of medical schools. 
It’s another example of how 
alternative medicine has 
become mainstream. And it’s 
often done with Uncle Sam’s 
help. 

The government has spent 
more than $22 million to help 
medical and nursing schools 
start teaching about alternative 
medicine — lesson plans that 
some critics say are biased 
toward unproven remedies. 
Additional tax money has 
been spent to recruit and train 


young doctors to do research 
in this field, launching some 
into careers as alternative 
medicine providers. 

Doctors need to know about 
popular remedies so they can 
discuss them nonjudgmentally 
and give competent advice, 
the government says, and 
many universities and medical 
groups agree. 

“Patients are using these 
things” whether doctors think 
they should or should not, 
and safety is a big concern, 
said Dr. Victor Sierpina, an 
acupuncturist at the University 
of Texas Medical Branch in 
Galveston who heads a group 
of academics who favor such 
training. 

But to critics, it’s like teaching 
Harry Potter medicine. 
Students are being asked to 
close their eyes to science 
principles that guide the rest 
of their training in order to 
keep an open mind about 
pseudoscience, they say. 

“I’m concerned about the 
teaching of illogical thinking to 
medical students” and lending 
credence to biologically 
implausible theories like 


distance healing and energy 
fields, said Dr. Stephen 
Barrett, a retired physician 
who runs Quackwatch, a Web 
site on medical scams. 
Teaching about alternative 
medicine implies acceptance 
of it and “potentially creates 
more gullibility and less 
critical, objective thinking,” 
said Dr. Wallace Sampson, 
editor of the journal Scientific 
Review of Alternative 
Medicine. “This will be felt in 
many indirect ways,” he said, 
including judgment errors, 
misguiding people with severe 
diseases, and lax standards 
and laws. 

The real issue is not whether 
alternative medicine should 
be taught, but how, said 
Dr. Joseph Jacobs, former 
head of the federal Office of 
Alternative Medicine. 

“The parallel here is 
creationism versus science,” 
Jacobs said. “If the topic is 
taught objectively, to help 
students communicate with 
patients, it’s a good idea. If 
it’s being taught as part of 
an advocacy, for acceptance 
among physicians, I think 
that’s a little bit bogus.” 
Sometimes the line is blurry. 
Some schools have close 
ties to alternative medicine 
providers or advocates who 
shape information on the 
schools’ Web sites or classes 
for students and the public. 
Two examples: 

The University of Arizona’s 
Center for Integrative 
Medicine has medical 
residency programs in 
hospitals around the country, 
partly sponsored by well- 
known advocate Dr. Andrew 
Weil, the center’s founder. A 
private group that promotes 
such care, the Bravewell 
Collaborative, gives 

scholarships for dozens of 
the Arizona school’s students 
to get hands-on training in 
integrative care clinics.□ 


Anemia Drug May Raise Stroke 
Risk in Kidney Patients

A drug designed to fight anemia appears to double the risk of 
stroke in patients with diabetes and kidney disease without 
substantially improving their quality of life, a new study finds. 
Darbepoetin alfa, marketed as Aranesp and known as an 
erythropoiesis-stimulating agent (ESA), is often prescribed for 
diabetic patients with chronic kidney disease and mild anemia. 
“The benefits we assumed we would have by treating anemia 
were less striking and the risks were more striking,” said lead 
researcher Dr. Marc A. Pfeffer, a professor of medicine in the 
cardiovascular division of Brigham and Women’s Hospital in 
Boston. 

“This provides new data for doctors and patients to make their 
own risk-benefit assessment,” he said. “There was a perception 
that treating anemia would make people feel so much better 
that we’ll take risks, but the benefit in quality of life was not as 
great as we thought, and there was a clear doubling of your risk 
for a stroke.” 

The report was published in the Oct. 30 online edition of the 
New England Journal of Medicine to coincide with its scheduled 
presentation at the annual meeting of the American Society of 
Nephrology in San Diego. 

For the study, Pfeffer’s team randomly assigned more than 
4,000 patients with diabetes, chronic kidney disease and anemia 
to receive Aranesp or placebo. During the study, 632 patients 
receiving Aranesp died or suffered a cardiovascular event, 
compared to 602 of the patients receiving placebo. 

As well, 101 patients taking Aranesp had a fatal or non-fatal 
stroke compared with 53 of the placebo patients, the researchers 
found. In addition, patients taking Aranesp reported only a 
modest improvement in their fatigue, the researchers noted. 

In earlier studies, Aranesp and a similar drug, epoetin alfa, 
marketed as Procrit or Epogen, were linked to increased risk of 
death in cancer and stroke patients. 

Pfeffer believes that people with more severe kidney disease, 
such as those on dialysis, might still find Aranesp beneficial and 
the risk acceptable. 

“People on dialysis generally feel even worse and generally 
have even more severe anemia, and this class of therapy has 
been very helpful to them,” he said. 

Because the drug was beneficial to these patients, doctors 
assumed it would help less severely anemic patients, Pfeffer 
said. “But this use of ESAs exceeded the data,” he said. “Now 
we have the data, and we will revisit how the drug is used now.” 
Dr. Phillip Marsden, a professor of medicine at the University 
of Toronto and author of an accompanying journal editorial, 
said these findings mean that doctors and patients will have to 
discuss whether or not to start the medication. 

“For most of these patients, the modest improvement in quality 
of life will not be enough to subject themselves to the increased 
risk of stroke and death,” he said. 

ESAs have been used for two decades, Marsden noted. “It is a 
bit shocking that it took us 20 years to address whether or not 
these drugs were safe — and now we know more.” 

Dr. Ajay Singh, clinical chief of the renal division and director of 
dialysis at Brigham and Women’s Hospital, said this “landmark 
study” raises the fundamental question of whether epoetin or 
darbepoetin should routinely be used in treating anemia of 
chronic kidney disease. □ 
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Mobile revolution finally reaches Pacific

WELLINGTON (ALP) 
- The Pacific islands are 
the last frontier for mobile 
telecommunications but the 
arrival of Irish-owned Digicel 
Pacific in the past three 
years has brought about a 
revolution. 

Residents of the islands and 
visitors all have horror stories 
about the poor service and 
sky-high charges of telecoms 
monopolies in the Pacific. 

But the arrival of competition 
through Digicel means Pacific 
islanders are beginning to 
experience some of the benefits 
taken for granted elsewhere in 
the world. 

Digicel opened its first Pacific 
operations in Samoa on 
November 1, 2006 — exactly 
three years ago. 

Now it has expanded to Papua 
New Guinea, Tonga, Vanuatu, 
Fiji and Nauru, a total market 
of 7.5 million people, and the 
company has invested more 
than 500 million US dollars 
and now employs 1,100 
people. 

Digicel shows no sign of 


slowing down, planning to 
expand to the Solomon Islands, 
East Timor and Tahiti over the 
next year, Digicel Pacific chief 
executive Vanessa Slowey 
said. 

“It’s most certainly improved 
the lives of millions of people 
in the region,” Slowey said of 
the new competition. 

Most of the island nations 
Digicel entered were 
previously served by a state- 
owned mobile monopoly, 
except for Nauru which had 
no commercial mobile service 
at all. 

Rod Duncan, an economics 
lecturer with an interest in 
Pacific development, of 
Charles Sturt University in 
New South Wales, Australia, 
said telecommunications in the 
Pacific were “appalling”, with 
some of the highest charges 
anywhere in the world. 

“No wonder it’s so easy for 
Digicel to come in against 
these great vast, inefficient, 
lumbering beasts that existed 
by gouging their customers.” 
Owned by Irish 

telecommunications 


entrepreneur Denis O’Brien, 
Digicel in 2001 entered the 
Caribbean, where the company 
now operates in 26 markets. 
The company’s experience 
in establishing itself in the 
Caribbean’s many small island 
markets made expanding into 
the Pacific a logical move. 

“If you look at the Pacific 
region it’s a mirror image of 
where the Caribbean was about 
eight years ago, with a high 
demand for communications 
services, widespread customer 
dissatisfaction, generally 
high tariffs and low mobile 
penetration,” Slowey told 
ALP. 

The company has vastly 
increased the number of 
mobile users in the Pacific by 
offering subsidised phones 
and much cheaper rates. 

“If I put the mobile device 
in people’s hands, if I make 
it affordable enough to use 
that device, then I have got a 
customer,” Slowey said. 

In Samoa, national call charges 
have fallen by 50 percent, 
international call charges 
dropped 60 percent and the 


PCs shed pounds and CD drives, gain touch screens

SEATTLE - Personal computers are changing 
— and not just because of the recent launch of 
Windows 7. Visit an electronics store and you 
might also find laptops are missing a familiar 
component. You could experiment with new 
ways of controlling some computers. And 
you’ll see portable PCs slimming down. 

Even with all the attention lavished on Apple’s 
iPhone and Amazon.com Inc.’s Kindle this 
year, your PC likely is still the center of your 
digital universe. Here’s a look at what the 
season’s computer trends mean for you. 

• We’re over drives. 

Computers have come with “optical drives,” 
slots for CDs or DVDs, for years. They’ve been 
useful for installing new software, watching 
movies or transferring music libraries into 
digital form. But one of the biggest lessons 
from the craze for “netbooks” — inexpensive 
little laptops designed mainly for browsing the 
Web — is that people were so excited about 
the small, easy-to-carry size that they didn’t 
miss having a CD or DVD drive. 

Apple Inc. got rid of an optical drive two years 
ago when it introduced the first sliver-thin 
MacBook Air. 

That wasn’t seen as a trendsetting step at 
the time because the computer, which cost 
$1,800 then, wasn’t meant for mainstream 
consumption. But netbooks, which start at 
$250 on BestBuy.com, surely are made for 
everyone. 



The wee laptops’ popularity is proof that people 
are finding it easy enough to download software, 
movies and music to portable computers, 
especially with the widespread availability of 
Wi-Fi and cellular Internet service. And plenty 
of services let you store files over the Internet, 
eliminating the need to burn backups to discs. 
Taking out the optical drive doesn’t significantly 
lower prices. 

Doing so does let PC makers design much 
thinner laptops. Companies including Dell Inc. 
and Hewlett-Packard Co. have pulled DVD 
drives out of mid-range to more expensive 
computers, such as HP’s Pavilion dm3z, which 
starts at $550, all the way up to the $l,700-and- 
up HP Envy and Dell’s $l,500-and-up Adamo. 
You just might want to think twice if you’re 
hooked on transferring CDs into MP3s — or 
if you spend a lot of time watching DVDs on 
airplanes and don’t want to squint at your iPod 
screen or get a separate portable video player. 

• Good enough is plenty. □

area of mobile coverage 
has been greatly expanded, 
Slowey said. 

The number of mobile users 
in Samoa has jumped from 
13,000 to 95,000, about half 
the population. 

In Papua New Guinea, a 
mountainous nation of six 
million people, the cost of calls 
has fallen up to 60 percent 
while mobile penetration 
has quadrupled since Digicel 
started operations in mid- 
2007, the company says. 

The tiny nation of Nauru, 
with a population of around 
10,000, had no commercial 
mobile service before Digicel 
entered the market in August 
this year. 

“Nauru is a fantastic success 
story. Within a week, 50 
percent of the population 
bought a phone and were on 
the network,” Slowey said.

Duncan agreed Digicel’s entry 
into the Pacific market has 
been a rare economic success 
story in the region. 

“I think it’s the brightest story 
in the Pacific in the last decade 
at least,” he said. 

Better communications spur 
small business and improve 
people’s lives, he said, citing 
a story about fishermen in 
Papua New Guinea bringing 
their catch in and being able 
to phone relatives on different 
wharves to find out where the 
best prices are. 

Slowey declines to discuss the 
private company’s profitability 
but says Digicel is focused on 
the long term.

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HBO filmmakers get inside Obama campaign

NEW YORK - Pivotal 
presidential campaigns are 
frequently defined in retrospect 
by documentaries. 

“The War Room” chronicled 
Bill Clinton’s political 
operation in 1992, adding a 
phrase to the political lexicon 
in the process. Alexandra 
Pelosi’s “Journeys With 
George” captured the oddities 
of a national campaign on 
board George W. Bush’s 
airplane in 2000. 

The makers of “By the People: 
The Election of Barack 
Obama,” which premieres 
Tuesday — Election Night 
— on HBO, wouldn’t mind 
the same status. 

“That was our hope — that 
we would create something 
for history,” said filmmaker 
Alicia Sams, who made the 
documentary with colleague 
Amy Rice and a key assist 
from actor Edward Norton. 
Rice was inspired by Obama’s 
speech to the Democratic 
National Convention in 2004 
and wanted to do a film about 
him as an up-and-coming 
political leader. Her friend 
Sams signed on, but they 
couldn’t get their phone calls 
to Obama’s office returned 
until Norton called on their 
behalf. He’s still involved as a 
producer. 

They got lucky. They wound 
up with a far more important 
story than they had dreamed 
about. 

Even though they began filming 
nearly a year before Obama 
announced his candidacy in 


February 2007, being on the 
ground early didn’t guarantee 
them anything. They were 
nearly shut down when the 
campaign began. 

Obama aides like David 
Axelrod didn’t want Rice 
and Sams around. He worried 
about leaks and whether the 
presence of cameras would 
cause people to act like they 
were in a reality show — 
concerns that proved amusing 
in retrospect. Access was a 
constant concern. 

Iowa became their centerpiece. 
They stuck close to Obama 
through his early campaigning 
there, catching moments like a 
9-year-old boy making phone 
calls to drum up support. After 
three hours of shaking hands, 
a weary Obama says, “It’s like 
I’ve been through a wrestling 
match.” 

Through the crowds and 
contact, the filmmakers sense 
Obama catching on as he 
moved toward an impressive 
victory in the Iowa caucuses. 
The film introduces audiences 
to the people around Obama, 
not just top aides like 
Axelrod and David Plouffe, 
but the enthusiastic Ronnie 
Cho, Obama’s Polk County 
organizer. Their discipline 
and meticulous planning were 
evident. It was the birthplace 
of a movement, and whether 
Obama eventually won or lost 
the presidency, Rice and Sams 
felt Iowa gave them a film. 

“It was part of the story nobody 
knew,” Rice said. “When he 
won Iowa, people started to 
pay attention.” 

Norton said the campaign’s 


emotional restraint impressed 
him. 

Obama is shown riding in 
an elevator after having just 
clinched the Democratic 
nomination and a film crew 
member remarks, “You must 
be feeling pretty good.” The 
basketball-loving candidate 
just says, “You don’t cut down 
the nets for the conference 
championship.” 

“He just seemed so unflappable 
and what you wondered was,' I 
wonder if behind the doors it’s 
like the war room, you know, 
everybody’s cussing at each 
other and they’re furious,” 
Norton said. “When you got 
around behind the private 
spaces with them, it was the 
same.” 

Obama saw a rough cut of 
the film and sent back word 
that he cried upon seeing the 
emotional reactions of his staff 
members to his election. 
Cried? Rice doesn’t quite 
believe that. 

That’s what makes 
extraordinary her footage of 
an Obama speech the night 
before the election, after he 
learned that the grandmother 
who helped raise him had died 
a day before seeing the ultimate 
dream come true. Rice was 
well-positioned to catch a tear 
trickling down Obama’s face 
that night, a view that news 
cameras penned farther back 
missed. 

On Election Night, Rice 
shadowed Axelrod and David 
Plouffe, the aides that once 
didn’t want her around until 
she wore them down. She 
catches the emotional scenes 


of a headquarters where an 
implausible dream had come 
true. She followed the men to 
an elevator and into Obama’s 
hotel suite as the campaign 
architects congratulated the 
new president-elect. 

“Don’t start crying,” Michelle 
Obama says while hugging 
Axelrod. While the film’s 
release triggers memories of 
a historic night, it may not be 
well-timed for Obama. 

It reaches TV screens less 
than a month after Obama’s 
selection for the Nobel Peace 
Prize, a prize that left many 
Americans and even the 
president puzzled about what 


he had achieved to earn it. 
Difficult decisions with the 
war in Afghanistan and health 
care loom. 

The documentary has a 
laudatory tone; after following 
Obama for two years both 
Rice and Sams said they 
voted for him. The film could 
leave Obama fans pining 
about potential yet unfulfilled 
and give opponents another 
example of the media fawning 
over the president. 

“The reaction is going to 
change on any given day,” 
Sams said, “and that’s OK. 
What we want is the movie to 
stand the test of time.

LOS ANGELES - “Michael 
Jackson’s This Is It” pulled in 
$101 million worldwide in its 
first five days, and distributor 
Sony is extending the farewell 
performance film beyond its 
planned two-week run. 

The film was the No. 
1 Halloween thriller 
domestically with a $21.3 
million opening weekend, 
according to studio estimates 
Sunday. 

The previous weekend’s 
No. 1 movie, Paramount’s 
low-budget horror sensation 
“Paranormal Activity,” 

slipped to No. 2 with $16.5 
million, lifting its total to 
$84.8 million. 

“This Is It” raised its domestic 
total to $32.5 million. The 


movie pulled in $68.5 million 
overseas, including $10.4 
million in Japan, $6.3 million 
in Germany, $5.8 million in 
France and $3.2 million in 
China. 

“He’s just loved everywhere 
on the planet,” said Rory 
Bruer, head of distribution 
for Sony. “It doesn’t matter 
if it’s Asia, Africa, Australia, 
Europe, South America. 
Every continent in the world 
loved him and his music.” 

In Great Britain, where 
Jackson had planned a 
marathon series of 50 London 
concerts starting last July, the 
movie earned $7.6 million. 
“This Is It” captures Jackson 
in behind-the-scenes 

performances in the weeks 
before his death last June, as 
he rehearsed his biggest hits 
for the London shows. 

“This Is It” originally was 
scheduled for a theatrical 
run of only two weeks. The 
studio has extended it a few 
more weeks domestically, 
leaving it in theaters through 
Thanksgiving weekend, one of 
the year’s busiest moviegoing 
times. 

Sony plans to extend the 
run of “This Is It” overseas 
on a country-by-country 
basis, with most territories 
probably getting one to three 
weeks of extra playing time, 
Bruer said. The studio paid 
$60 million for film rights to 
Jackson’s rehearsal footage, 
an investment the movie

White House: Afghan 
troop decision within weeks

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top Obama 
administration officials pledged Sunday to 
work with Afghan President Hamid Karzai, 
despite continuing doubts about his credibility 
that could have been eased had he won a runoff 
election against his top challenger, who dropped 
out citing concerns of fraud. 

The decision Sunday by former Afghan 
Foreign Minister Abdullah Abdullah to quit 
the runoff, less than a week before it was set 
to happen, creates yet another headache for the 
White House as it struggles to draw up a new 
battle plan for the eight-year Afghanistan war 
— including whether to send tens of thousands 
more U.S. troops to fight. 

“We are going to deal with the government that 
is there,” senior Obama adviser David Axelrod 
said. “And obviously there are issues we need 
to discuss, such as reducing the high level of 
corruption. These are issues we’ll take up with 
President Karzai.” 

Axelrod said Obama would announce a war 
strategy “within weeks.” A senior U.S. official 
told The Associated Press that Obama has still 
not yet decided what to do, and it remains 
unclear whether he will decide before he goes 
to Asia on Nov. 11. 

The official said a Karzai victory would 
have given the sitting Afghan president more 


legitimacy in the wake of widespread charges 
of fraud during the initial election in August, 
in which he collected 48 percent of the vote. 
The official spoke on condition of anonymity 
to speak more frankly about Obama’s decision¬ 
making process. 

Still, Karzai’s re-election was all but universally 
expected among U.S. officials who have 
been planning for weeks on how to help his 
government move forward. 

“Karzai was going to win anyway. So what 
now?” Rep. Duncan Hunter said Sunday in 
an AP interview from Dubai as he headed 
back to the United States after three days in 
Afghanistan. 

Had a runoff occurred, “that would make me 
think that he’s more credible,” said Hunter, 
a Marine veteran who served in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. “But we can’t force Abdullah to 
run. Let’s get past that and say, ‘Karzai, step 
up.’” 

It was still not clear Sunday whether a runoff 
election would be held anyway, but an 
announcement canceling it was expected as 
early as Monday. In a statement, Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton praised Abdullah 
and said, “It is now a matter for the Afghan 
authorities to decide on a way ahead that brings 
this electoral process to a conclusion in line 
with the Afghan constitution.”

For months, the Obama 
administration has been 
grappling with whether to 
continue targeting the Taliban 
with more U.S. forces in an 
increasingly deadly war in 
Afghanistan, or to focus on 
eliminatingal-Qaidaand other 
terrorists with unmanned spy 
planes in Pakistan.

The senior 
U.S. official said Sunday that 
Obama’s national security 
team is trying to define a 
“sufficiency standard” — 
sending a sufficient number 
of U.S. troops to provide a 
sufficient level of security 
and allow sufficient growth 
of governance and economic 
development to stabilize 
Afghanistan over the next 
three to five years. 

Abdullah’s withdrawal, 
in effect, handed Karzai 
an uncontested win that 
puts Obama “in a difficult 
position,” said Karin von 
Hippel, a senior fellow at 
the Center for Strategic and 
International Studies. 

“We need a credible partner 
to make things happen,” 
said von Hippel, who was 
still planning to head to 
Afghanistan on Monday to 
serve as an election observer 
should the Nov. 7 vote be 
held. “It’s possible that Karzai 
can be a credible partner, but 
he really hasn’t been in the 
last few years. And he needs 
to change the way he governs 
to become that.” 

Hunter and Sen. Joe 
Lieberman, the Connecticut 


independent, called anew for 
Obama to heed McChrystal’s 
request for additional forces. 
“It’s time to send more help,” 
Lieberman said. 

Once a Democrat, the 
hawkish Lieberman said the 
Obama administration needs 
to start working with Karzai, 
whom he praised. 

“I think it’s time for us to stop 
beating up on President Karzai 
and start building up President 
Karzai and his government to 
be the government we need,” 
Lieberman said. “Because 
they’re not the enemy. The 
enemy is the Taliban.” 

Valerie Jarrett, another senior 
White House adviser, said 
Abdullah’s withdrawal would 
not “complicate” Obama’s 
strategy decision. She did not 
mention Karzai specifically. 
“We’re going to work with 
the leader of the Afghan 
government and hopefully 
that’s going to improve the 
state of conditions for the 
people in Afghanistan, and 
also help us as we try to bring 
this war to a close,” Jarrett 
said. 

Axelrod and Lieberman 
spoke on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation,” and Jarrett appeared 
on ABC’s “This Week.”Q

Petty Officer First Class 
Allison Conroy said there 
was little chance of finding 
survivors among the seven 
military personnel aboard 
the Coast Guard C-130 
and the two in the Marine 
Corps AH-1W Super Cobra 
helicopter. 

“We always hold out some 
hope, but at this point the 
Coast Guard has suspended 
the active search for 
survivors,” Conroy said. 

The two aircraft collided 
Thursday evening as the 
Coast Guard was searching 
for a missing boater. The 
Marine helicopter was flying 
in formation with another 
Cobra helicopter and two 
transports on a nighttime 
training exercise. 

The Coast Guard has begun 
its investigation into the 
cause of the crash, Conroy 
said. Kenneth Claiborne, 
the father of one of the 
missing crew members 
on the plane, said Sunday 
that his son, Marine 1st Lt. 
Thomas Claiborne, had 
been declared deceased. He 
declined to comment further 
and referred calls to a Marine 
spokesperson. 

But the mother of Lt. Adam 
W. Bryant, 28, of Crewe, 
Va., who was a co-pilot on 
the Coast Guard plane, said 
she hadn’t given up hope 
despite the Coast Guard’s 
announcement. 

“Miracles do happen,” 
Nina Bryant said Sunday. 
“Miracles every day.” 

Rear Adm. Joseph Castillo 


said Saturday eveningthatthe 
chance for finding survivors 
would be slim, even though 
the servicemembers had 
access to heat-retaining 
drysuits and were in 
excellent physical shape. 
Water temperatures were in 
the low 60s at the time of the 
collision. 

“We don’t ever want to 
suspendthecaseprematurely, 
when there may be someone 
out there,” Castillo had said. 
“But hope gets less every 
day. My hope today is not 
what it was yesterday.” 

The Coast Guard search for 
the missing boater, David 
Jines, 50, was called off 
Saturday evening. 

Nine aircraft searched over 
a 644-square-mile patch of 
ocean in waters about 2,000 
feet deep. Debris from both 
aircraft was found, but there 
was no sign of the crew 
members. All seven aboard 
the Coast Guard plane are 
stationed at the Coast Guard 
Air Station in Sacramento, 
Calif. Among the other 
missing crew members on 
the plane were Lt. Cmdr. Che 
Barnes, 35, of Capay, Calif.; 
Chief Petty Officer John F. 
Seidman, 43, of Carmichael, 
Calif.; Petty Officer 2nd 
Class Carl P. Grigonis, 
35, of Mayfield Heights, 
Ohio; Petty Officer 2nd 
Class Monica L. Beacham, 
29, of Decaturville, Tenn.; 
Petty Officer 2nd Class 
Jason S. Moletzsky, 26, of 
Norristown, Pa., and Petty 
Officer 3rd Class Danny R. 
Kreder II, 22, of Elm Mott, 
Texas. 


Maj. Samuel Leigh, 35, of 
Belgrade, Maine, was the 
other crew member on board 
the Marine Corps helicopter. 
“These brave men and 
women dedicated their 
lives to ensuring our safety, 
and today we are tragically 
reminded of the dangers 
they face while protecting 
our state and nation,” 
California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said in a 
statement Sunday. “Maria 
and I join all Californians in 
expressing our respect and 
gratitude for their service and 
sadness over their deaths.” 
The investigation will be 
conductedj ointlyby the Coast 
Guard and the Marine Corps, 
Petty Officer Henry Dunphy 
said Sunday. The Federal 
Aviation Administration and 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board will be 
available in a support role, 
Dunphy said. 

The accident happened in 
airspace uncontrolled by 


the FAA and inside a so- 
called military warning area, 
which is at times open to 
civilian aircraft and at times 
closed for military use, FAA 
spokesman Ian Gregor said. 
He did not know the status 
of the airspace at the time of 
the crash. 

Minutes before the collision, 
the FAA told the C-130 pilot 
to begin communicating 
with military controllers 
at Naval Air Station North 
Island in San Diego Bay, but 
it was not known if the pilot 
did so, Gregor said. 

On Saturday, a top Coast 
Guard official said he 
believed the C-130 pilot 
had spoken with the military 
controllers before the 
accident. 

Accident investigators who 
began arriving in San Diego 
on Saturday would review 
communications between the 
pilots and between the pilots 
and the FAA and military 
controllers, said Capt. Tom

Farris, commander of the 
Coast Guard’s 11th District. 
Investigators are also 
collecting witness statements 
from those aboard the three 
other Marine aircraft and 
will check to see if any 
distress calls were made. 
Calls to Marine Corps 
investigators were not

Sunday. The Coast Guard 
C-130 is a four-engine 
turboprop transport aircraft. 
It generally carries a 
crew of five: two pilots, a 
navigator, flight engineer 
and loadmaster. The Coast 
Guard uses the C-130 for 
search and rescue missions 
and cargo and personnel 
transport. The AH-1 
SuperCobra is a twin-engine 
attack helicopter outfitted 
with a 20mm cannon that 
carries a pilot and co-pilot or 
gunner. The Marines use it 
for support of ground troops 
and protection of Navy ships

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Hex spending accounts face hit In health oveihaul

WASHINGTON - Those 
tax-free spending accounts 
that you and your co¬ 
workers use to help pay 
for dental work, insurance 
copayments or over-the- 
counter drugs face a hit 
under the health overhaul 
bills in Congress — unless 
a coalition that includes a 
powerful union, insurers 
and others can stop it. 

Bills in the House and 
Senate would cap at $2,500 
an employee’s allowable 
annual contribution to a 
health care flexible spending 
account. 

There is no federal cap on 
contributions now, though 
companies that offer the 
accounts — more than 
80 percent of companies 
employing 500 or more 
workers do — typically 
impose their own limits, 
usually around $5,000. 
Workers can use the 


accounts to save pretax 
income, which then can be 
used to reimburse a range of 
medical expenses, including 
dental and vision costs, 
prescription and over-the- 
counter medications and 
copays and deductibles — 
again without being taxed. 
Capping contributions to 
the accounts would raise 
more than $13 billion 
over 10 years to help pay 
for Democratic health 
care legislation because it 
would limit the amount of 
employees’ income that is 
exempt from taxation. 

But an unlikely bedfellows 
coalition thatis characteristic 
of this health care debate 
— where common interests 
can unite groups that might 
typically be at odds — is 
mobilizing to try to stop the 
change. 

A limited print ad campaign 
declaring“Flexible spending 
accounts work!” appeared 
this past week in Capitol 


Hill publications. It’s paid 
for by a group called Save 
Flexible Spending Plans 
that is backed by insurers, 
companies that administer 
consumerspendingaccounts 
and other businesses with 
a financial stake in the 
outcome. 

The United Food and 
Commercial Workers 
International Union 

endorsed the campaign and 
its logo appears on the ads. 
“Our concern is that a 
cap of $2,500 is a definite 
tax on the middle class, 
particularly those with 
chronic illnesses,” said Jody 
Dietel, executive director 
of Save Flexible Spending 
Plans and chief compliance 
officer at WageWorks, Inc. 
of San Mateo, Calif. 
Advocates say the typical 
flexible spending account 
user makes $55,000 
annually. 

Although some lawmakers 
are sympathetic, the 
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opposition appears unlikely 
to succeed in getting the 
flexible spending account 
cap out of Congress’ health 
care bill. Unlike the initial 
Senate proposal, though, 
House members want to 
allow the cap to be adjusted 
so it would rise along with 
inflation. That would be a 
welcome improvement for 
advocates. 

Aides to the Senate Finance 
Committee, which proposed 
the cap, defend it by saying 
it would help curb overuse 
of medical care. Money 
deposited in the tax-free 
accounts must be used 
within 2 1/2 months of the 
end of the plan year. That 
may create an incentive 
for people to spend all the 
money even if they don’t 
have pressing needs. 

In addition, committee 
spokeswoman Erin Shields 
said the impact of the cap 
would be limited. Data 
compiled by the consulting 
firm Mercer shows that the 
average flexible spending 
arrangement contribution 


in 2008 was $1,385, 
much lower than the one 
contemplated by Congress. 
Mercer said that 27 percent 
of all employers offered 
health care spending 
accounts in 2008 — small 
businesses are much less 
likely to do so than large 
ones — and that 37 percent 
of eligible workers signed 
up for the accounts. 

“The provision, in addition 
to helping reduce the 
overutilization of care, 
also affects only a limited 
number of people,” Shields 
said. 

Dietel said those averages 
are no comfort to people 
using the accounts to cover 
extreme costs of a chronic 
condition — say a single 
dad whose child has a 
peanut allergy requiring 
special treatment. 

“The reality is that an 
average is an average,” 
Dietel said. “It’s the only 
tool out there that allows an 
individual to tailor coverage 
to their own individual 
need.’Q 
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Coroner: 6 bodies found 
were homicide victims

CLEVELAND (AP) — 
Six women whose badly 
decomposed bodies were 
found at the home of a 
convicted rapist were all 
victims of homicide, the 
coroner’s office said Sunday. 
At least five of the women 
apparently had been 
strangled, said Powell 
Caesar, a spokesman for the 
Cuyahoga County coroner. 
Decomposition made it 
difficult to determine how the 
sixth died, he said. 

The bodies “could have been 
there anywhere from weeks 
to months to years,” Caesar 
said. 

None of the victims has been 
identified, Caesar said. Two 
were black, but the race of the 
others hadn’t been determined, 
he said. 

Anthony Sowell, a 50-year- 
old registered sex offender, 
was arrested Saturday when 
officers spotted him walking 
down the street of his east- 
side neighborhood. Court 
records and jail officials had 
no information about whether 
he had an attorney. No charges 
have been filed regarding the 
bodies. 

The gruesome discovery 
left some in the community 
concerned about women 
who they had not seen in a 
long time. Ida Garrett, 72, 
remembered a friend who 
was reported missing in April. 
“I think one of them is her,” 
Garrett said. 

The first bodies were found 
Thursday night when police 
went to Sowell’s home to 
arrest him on new charges of 
rape and felonious assault, but 
he wasn’t there. The woman 
in that alleged attack survived. 
She said she knew Sowell and 
was raped at the house. 

Sowell previously spent 15 
years in prison for choking 
and raping a 21-year-old 
woman who was lured to his 
bedroom in 1989, police said. 
As a registered sex offender, 
Sowell was required to check 
in regularly at the sheriff’s 


office, which said he complied. 
Officers also visited his home, 
most recently on Sept. 22, 
just hours before the woman 
reported being raped there. 

But since Sowell wasn’t on 
parole or probation, they 
didn’t have the right to enter 
his house — until Thursday 
when they had search and 
arrest warrants. 

The three-story house with neat 
white siding sits in a crowded 
inner-city neighborhood of 
mostly older homes, some 
boarded up, and small corner 
stores. 

The windows of the third 
floor, where the first two 
bodies were found, were wide 
open Sunday as a slight breeze 
blew. Some neighbors said 
a bad smell came from the 
house several months ago, but 
they thought then that it might 
be natural gas. 

Garrett, the neighbor, walked 
to church services Sunday just 
one block from Sowell’s home. 
She said the neighborhood 


was relieved by the arrest but 
worried about those missing, 
including one of her friends 
who disappeared six months 
ago, just after Garrett wished 
her a happy 43rd birthday. 

The friend, Nancy Cobbs, 
lived one street away from 
the Sowell home. She was 
reported missing in April, and 
her family told police they fear 
she is among the victims. 

“She seemed to be a very 
nice, quiet girl. I’ve known 
her since she was a teenager,” 
Garrett said. 

Clovice Ramsey, minister 
at All Nations Deliverance 
Ministries in nearby Maple 
Heights, held a “PEACE” 
sign on a comer within sight 
of the Sowell home and said 
the discovery of the bodies 
had damaged people’s tmst in 
law enforcement. 

“They don’t see the system 
working for them,” Ramsey 
said. Sowell “is not being 
rehabilitated. They are not 
keeping a watch on him. I just

feel that when the systems 
fails, the people give up. They 
give up on the system, and 
they give up on the God they 
can’t see.” 

Sowell often walked around 
his neighborhood asking for 
money and looking for scrap 
metal to sell, neighbors said. 
He returned to the family 
home in 2005 after his release 
from prison. The house was

owned by two of Sowell’s 
relatives, including a woman 
— described by neighbors as 
either Sowell’s stepmother or 
aunt — who kept it up. 
Neighbors said the woman 
moved into a nursing home 
after Sowell was released 
from prison. Teresa Hicks, a 
neighbor, said people feared 
that she might be dead. Police 
were looking into her statusQ

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government in Kabul to 
announce whether he will 
send tens of thousands of new 
troops to Afghanistan. The war 
has intensified and October 
was the deadliest month of 
the eight-year war for U.S. 
forces. 

Former Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Abdullah announced 
his decision to quit six days 
before the runoff election, 
after last-minute talks led by 
the U.S. and United Nations 
failed to produce a power¬ 
sharing agreement acceptable 
to Karzai, according to a 
Western diplomat who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the negotiations. 

In an emotional speech, 
Abdullah told supporters 
that he could not accept 
an runoff led by the same 
Karzai-appointed election 
commission that managed the 
fraud-marred vote in August. 
The runoff was set for Nov. 
7 after U.N.-backed auditors 
annulled nearly a third of 
Karzai’s votes as fakes. 

“I will not participate in the 
Nov. 7 election,” Abdullah 
said, because a “transparent 
election is not possible.” 

The Obama administration, 
which had been critical of 
Karzai’s leadership, appeared 
to accept the outcome. 

Senior Obama adviser David 
Axelrod said most polls 
showed Abdullah would have 
lost the runoff anyway “so 
we are going to deal with the 
government that is there.” 
“And obviously there are 
issues we need to discuss, such 
as reducing the high level of 


corruption,” Axelrod said on 
“Face the Nation.” ‘’These 
are issues we’ll take up with 
President Karzai.” 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton congratulated 

Abdullah for a “dignified and 
constructive” campaign and 
said the United States “will 
support the next president and 
the people of Afghanistan, 
who seek and deserve a better 
future.” 

Axelrod said Obama would 
announce a war strategy 
“within weeks.” A senior U.S. 
official told The Associated 
Press that Obama has still not 
yet decided what to do, and it 
remains unclear whether he 
will decide before he goes to 
Asia on Nov. 11. 

The official spoke on condition 
of anonymity to speak more 
frankly about Obama’s 
decision-making process. 
About 68,000 American troops 
already have been ordered to 
report to Afghanistan by the 
end of the year. 

The top U.S. and NATO 
commander in Afghanistan, 
Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, wants the 
Pentagon to send him an 
additional 40,000 troops to 
prevent the Taliban from 
letting al-Qaida once again 
use Afghanistan as a haven — 
as it was in the days leading 
up to the Sept. 11, 2001, terror 
attacks. 

Despite misgivings over 
Karzai, the U.S. has little 
choice but to support a leader 
who was once the toast of 
Washington for his charm, his 
fluent English and his role as 
a conciliator in the wake of 
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the Taliban collapse. Fluent in 
both major Afghan languages, 
he could reach out to different 
ethnic groups, including his 
fellow Pashtuns who also form 
the overwhelming majority of 
the Taliban. 

But critics say he has been 
reluctant to rein in some of 
the former warlords whose 
support he sought to bolster 
his own political power but 
who are allegedly responsible 
for much of the corruption 
that plagues the government. 
His own half brother Ahmed 
Wali Karzai has been 
rumored to be involved in the 
drug trade, charges that he 
vigorously denies. 

Karzai insists he fell out of 
favor in Washington when he 
openly criticized U.S. military 
tactics, including the heavy 
use of air power that has killed 
many civilians. McChrystal 
has ordered troops to use air 
power sparingly to avoid 
turning Afghans against the 
NATO mission. 

Abdullah stopped short of 
calling on supporters to 
boycott the polls — a move 
U.S. officials feared would 
have enflamed tensions. 
He also urged his followers 
“not to go into the streets” to 
protest the election. 

“The people have the right to 
have a fair election,” Abdullah 
said. “But this election was a 
failure. It was not independent. 
It was not transparent.” 
Karzai’s campaign 

spokesman, Waheed Omar, 
said it was “very unfortunate” 
that Abdullah had withdrawn 
but insisted that the Saturday 
runoff should proceed as 
planned. 

“We believe that the elections 
have to go on, the process has 
to complete itself, the people 
of Afghanistan have to be 
given the right to vote,” Omar 
said. 

Some analysts believed 
Karzai wanted a runoff as an 
affirmation of his leadership 
after the humiliation of having 
so many of his August votes 
stripped away. 

However, given the risk of 
Taliban attacks, the expense 
and the huge logistical 
challenge, it seemed doubtful 
that the second round would 
be held. “It’s difficult to see 
how you can have a runoff 
with only one candidate,” 
U.N. spokesman Aleem 
Siddique said.Q 
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Ex-soldiers want to reveal Chile dirty war secrets

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 
Hundreds of former military 
draftees rallying outside 
Chile’s presidential palace 
were asked Sunday to come 
forward and reveal crimes 
they committed and witnessed 
during Gen. Augusto 
Pinochet’s dictatorship. 

The draftees have long feared 
that if they name names and 
reveal where bodies are buried, 
they will face prosecution by 
the courts or retaliation by 
those who ordered them to 
torture and kill. 

But now the information 
they once promised to carry 
to their graves has become 
both a heavy psychological 
burden and a bargaining chip. 
By offering confessions, 
some of these now-aging men 
believe they can improve their 
chances of getting government 
pensions and mental health 
care. 

“Perhaps today is the day when 
the moment has come, for us 
to describe what we saw and 
what we suffered inside the 
military bases, the things that 
we witnessed and that we did,” 
said Fernando Mellado, who 
leads the Santiago chapter of 
the Former Soldiers of 1973. 
Mellado told his fellow former 
soldiers that he’s made little 


progress with lawmakers as he 
lobbies for military draftees to 
be recognized as victims of the 
dictatorship, in part because 
no one understands what they 
went through. 

“Our human rights were 
also violated,” he declared. 
“The moment has come for 
former military draftees to 
tell our wives, our families, 
the politicians, the society, 
the country and the whole 
world about the brutalities 
they subjected us to. I believe 
the moment has come for us 
to speak, for our personal 
redemption.” 

Mellado has been working with 
similar groups across Chile to 
figure out whether and how to 
turn over the information. He 
urged those in the crowd to 
provide their evidence to him, 
and promised to protect their 
anonymity. 

Of the 8,000 people drafted as 
teenagers from Santiago alone 
in the tumultuous year when 
Pinochet overthrew Salvador 
Allende’s government and 
cemented his hold on power, 
Mellado believes “between 20 
and 30 percent are willing to 
talk.” 

A small crowd among the 
former draftees was inspired 
enough by Mellado’s call 
to immediately approach 
Associated Press journalists at 
the rally. 


“They made me torture — I 
am a torturer — because they 
threatened me that if I didn’t 
torture, they would kill me,” 
volunteered Jorge Acevedo. 
He said several prisoners died 
when he applied electricity 
during torture sessions, and 
that their bodies may have 
been dumped in abandoned 
mines at the Cerro Chena 
prisoner camp. 

Chilean security forces killed 
3,186 people during the 
dictatorship, including 1,197 
who were made to disappear, 
according to an official count. 
In nearly two decades of 
democracy since then, 
less than 8 percent of the 
disappeared have been found, 
said Viviana Diaz of the 
Assembly of Family Members 
of the Disappeared Detainees. 
Hundreds of recovered 
remains, some just bone 
fragments, have yet to be 
identified. Only those who 
buried the bodies know where 
other common graves lie. 
Diaz, for one, hopes the former 
draftees do start talking, even 
if they do so in a way that 
avoids prosecution. 

Chilean law allows for a “just 
following orders” defense if 
people submit to the mercy 
of the courts, naming names 
and providing information 
that could help resolve some 
of the thousands of crimes 


committed under Pinochet’s 
1973-1990 rule. 

The defense “theoretically 
applies and exists” in Chile, 
and judges can even have 
people testify in secret, said 
attorney Hiram Villagra, who 
represents families of the dead 
and disappeared. 

But most former soldiers 
fear the consequences for 
themselves and their families. 
Some worry that judges who 
rose through the ranks under 
Pinochet might protect their 
former superior officers 
instead.

PRISTINA, Kosovo (AP) 
— Thousands of ethnic

Some peeked out of balconies 
and leaned on window sills to 
get a better view of Clinton 
from their apartment blocks. 
To thunderous applause 
Clinton waved to the crowd 
as the red cover was pulled 
off from the statue. 

The statue is placed on top 
of a white-tiled base, in the 
middle of a tiny square, 
surrounded by communist- 
era buildings. 

“I never expected that 
anywhere, someone would 
make such a big statue of 
me,” Clinton said of the gold- 
sprayed statue weighing a 
ton. 

He also addressed Kosovo’s 
120-seat assembly, 

encouraging them to forgive 


and move on from the 
violence of the past. 

The statue portrays Clinton 
with his left arm raised and 
holding a portfolio bearing 
his name and the date when 
NATO started bombing 
Yugoslavia, on March. 24, 
1999. 

An estimated 10,000 ethnic 
Albanians were killed during 
the Kosovo crackdown and 
about 800,000 were forced 
out of their homes. They 
returned home after NATO- 
led peacekeepers moved 
in following 78 days of 
bombing. 

Leta Krasniqi, an ethnic 
Albanian, said the statue was 
the best way to express the 
ethnic Albanians’ gratitude 
for Clinton’s role in making 
Kosovo a state. 

“This is a big day,” Krasniqi, 
25 said. “I live nearby and 


I’m really excited that I will 
be able to see the statue of 
such a big friend of ours 
every day.” 

Clinton last visited Kosovo 
in 2003 when he received an 
honorary university degree. 
His first visit was in 1999 
— months after some 6,000 
U.S. troops were deployed in 
the NATO-led peacekeeping 
mission here. 

Some 1,000 American 
soldiers are still based in 
Kosovo as part of NATO’s 
14,000-strong peacekeeping 
force.Police in Kosovo upped 
security measures ahead 
of Bill Clinton’s arrival by 
adding deploying more traffic 
police and special police. 
NATO officials said the 
peacekeepers were also on 
alert, although no additional 
security measures were 
taken.Q

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Rescue under way after boat sinks off Australia 


SYDNEY (AP) — An 
urgent search and rescue 
mission was under way 
Monday for about two 
dozen people missing after 
their boat sank in open seas 
far off Australia. 

A merchant ship that 
responded to a distress 
call managed to pluck 17 
survivors from the Indian 
Ocean late Sunday and 
was searching for others, 
Australia’s Home Affairs 
Minister Brendan O ’ Connor 
said. 

About 40 people were 
believed to be aboard the 
boat when went down near 
the Cocos Islands, sparsely- 
populated atolls about 
1,500 miles northwest of 
the Australian coast and 
about 800 miles south of 
Indonesia. 

O’Connor said it was too 
early to say whether those 


on board were asylum 
seekers trying to reach 
Australia, though aspects of 
the emergency—such as an 
unseaworthy boat carrying 
so many people in waters 
sometimes used by human 
traffickers — signaled that 
may be the case. 

There has been a surge 
of boats carrying asylum 
seekers toward Australia. 
Some 35 boats carrying 
about 1,770 asylum seekers 
have arrived in Australia 
waters this year, mostly 
from Iraq, Afghanistan, Iran 
and Sri Lanka. 

Many of them pay 
thousands of dollars to 
people smugglers who put 
them to sea in leaky boats 
from Indonesia and sail 
south. Most end up caught 
by customs authorities and 
detained in an immigration 
camp on remote Christmas 



Islands while their refugees 
applications are assessed, a 
process that can take months 
or years. 

The Australian Maritime 
Safety Authority received 
distress signals on Sunday 


from the boat, and the 
authority asked any vessels 
in the area to respond. 

The merchant ship LNG 
Pioneer arrived in the area 
late Sunday and deployed 
life rafts and began plucking 


people from the water, 
authority spokeswoman 
Rhianne Robson said. 

An Australian military 
plane was on its way to 
the area to search for more

Favre shakes off boas. Vikings beat Packers 38-26 


GREEN BAY, Wisconsin (AP) 
— Brett Favre sliced up his 
former team Sunday, leading 
the Minnesota Vikings to a 
38-26 win over Green Bay 
Packers, the team that cast 
him aside. 

If walking out to waves of 
loud jeers from his former 
fans threw Favre off his game, 
it didn’t last long. 

Despite being jeered 
repeatedly by Packers fans 
who once cheered his every 
move, Favre completed 17 of 
28 passes for 244 yards and 
four touchdowns. 

The Vikings, with seven wins 
and a loss, took a firm hold on 
the NFC North standings. 
Rookie receiver Percy Harvin 
caught five passes for 84 yards 
and a touchdown and had five 
returns for 175 yards. 

The Vikings’ defense roughed 
up Favre’s successor, Aaron 
Rodgers, sacking him six 
times. But with the Packers 
(4-3) on the verge of getting

routed, Rodgers rebounded 
with three second-half 
touchdowns. 

Favre left the field surrounded 
by cameras, pumping his fist 
to a mix of cheers and boos as 
he jogged down the tunnel. 
Despite the final score, it was 
an awkward homecoming for 
Favre, whose high-profile 
standoff with the front office 
split the loyalties of Packers 
fans last summer. 

Rams 17, Lions 10 
At Detroit, Steven Jackson’s 
25-yard touchdown run with 
1:38 left ended St. Louis’ 17- 
game losing streak, helping the 
Rams avoid match their worst 
start in the club’s history. 

They also ended talk about 
joining Detroit, which has one 
win this season, as the only 
teams in NFL history to have 
an 0-16 season. 

St. Louis hadn’t won since 
beating Dallas on Oct. 19,

Serena beats Venus in 
WTA championships final

DOHA, Qatar (AP) — 
Serena Williams bested big 
sister Venus again Sunday, 
winning 6-2, 7-6 (4) in the 
season-ending Sony Ericsson 


Championships final. 

Serena broke twice in the first 
set and lost just seven points 
on serve in her last match of 
the year. She looked sharper 
than Venus in every facet of 
a match that featured few 


long rallies and little of the 
spectacular tennis the two 
have provided in some of their 
previous meetings. 

Serena sealed the match with 
a crosscourt forehand winner 
and celebrated with a simple 
fist pump before hugging her 
sister at the net. 

“It feels great,” said Serena, 
who also won the WTA Tour’s 
season-ending event in 2001. 
“I totally didn’t expect to 
come here and win.” 

After playing four late-night 
three-setters this week in 
temperatures hovering around 
30 C (86 F), Venus seemed to 
run out of steam in the final. 
Serena held five of her last 
seven service games at love 
and lost just one point in each 
of the other two. 


“I don’t think I returned as well 
as I wanted to,” said Venus, 
the defending champion. 
“Sometimes I made her service 
games a bit too easy.” 

It was Serena’s fourth straight 
win over her sister. She also 
beat Venus in the round-robin 
stage of the Doha tournament, 
the Wimbledon final and the 
semifinals in Miami this year. 
She leads their head-to-head 
record 13-10. 

“Playing a final against Venus 
is really tough,” Serena said. 
“Even though she wasn’t 
really feeling great, she kept 
hitting every ball back.” 

It was Serena’s third 
tournament win of the season 
after taking the Wimbledon 
and Australian Open titles. 

“I haven’t won a tournament 


that wasn’t a Grand Slam in a 
while, so that was even more 
exciting,” she said. “My losing 
streak in (other) tournaments 
is over.” 

Serena pocketed $1.55 million 
for the win after finishing the 
event undefeated — bringing 
her total prize money for 
the year to a record $6.19 
million. Justine Henin held 
the previous record of $5.43 
million in 2007. 

She also clinched the year-end 
No. 1 ranking earlier this week 
after Dinara Safina of Russia 
pulled out injured in her first 
match. 

The tournament features the 
eight top-ranked women in the 
world divided into two groups, 
with the semifinalists decided 
by a round-robin stage.□ 





















McMurray snaps 86-race winless streak

TALLADEGA, Alabama (AP) — Jamie 
McMurray was the unlikely winner of an 
uncharacteristically dull race at Talladega 
Superspeedway, where a ban on bump¬ 
drafting forced most competitors to treat the 
event as a slow Sunday drive. 

The day started with a stem warning from 
NASCAR president Mike Helton against the 
aggressive driving that has turned Talladega 
into the most exciting track on the circuit. 
What followed was an anesthetized first 450 
miles, with long periods of single-file traffic 
and no driver willing to defy NASCAR’s 
order not to bump through the comers. 

But the action picked up with roughly 
20 laps remaining, and with it came the 
typical Talladega mayhem. Ryan Newman’s 
harrowing crash with five laps to go left him 
upside down in the grass, and NASCAR 
needed a stoppage of almost 13 minutes to 
cut him from the car. 

That set up a two-lap sprint to the finish, 
and that was halted when championship 
contender Mark Martin went flipping across 
the track in his own spectacular crash. 

The race ended under caution, with McMurray 
in Victory Lane for the first time in 86 races. 
Jimmie Johnson, meanwhile, likely wrapped 
up his NASCAR-record fourth-consecutive 
championship because of all the late action. 
Because Johnson spent most of the race 
around the back of the pack, he was stuck 
back in the mid-20s when Newman crashed. 
Crew chief Chad Rnaus sensed a lengthy 
delay and quickly called Johnson in for gas 
— a decision that may have clinched the 
title. 

When cars ahead of him in the mnning 
order began to mn out of gas because of the 
red-flag delay, Johnson vaulted up in the 
standings. The final finishing order showed 
him in eighth, but he was adamant he finished 
sixth. 


After a lengthy review, Johnson was indeed 
credited with a sixth-place finish that stretched 
his lead in the standings to 184 points over 
Martin with three races remaining. 

“From where we were with the red flag 
to where we finished. I’m still in shock,” 
Johnson said. 

“I can’t believe that it worked out. I can’t 
believe that many guys ran out of fuel and 
put themselves in that position.” 

It was the final hurdle in Johnson’s path 
because his 17.7 average finish at Talladega 
is his worst of the 10 races in the Chase for 
the Sprint Cup championship. He had dreaded 
Sunday’s race because of the unknowns that 
come with the horsepower-sapping restrictor 
plates that are used to control the high speeds 
at the 2.66-mile track. 

“I was so concerned about this race,” he 
admitted. “I thought I was going to lose 
points with about three or four (laps) to go. 
So to have it turn around and lead with points 
over the guys, I didn’t expect it.” 

Aside from Johnson and McMurray, who 
snapped an 86-race winless streak dating 
to Daytona in July 2007, few drivers were 
happy with the final outcome. 

That’s usually the way it goes at Daytona 
and Talladega, the two places were the plates 
are used and the final results rarely reflect 
what actually happened. Bump-drafting has 
become a necessary evil as drivers jockey for 
position in the tight packs, conditions five¬ 
time Talladega winner Dale Earnhardt Jr. said 
left them “at the mercy of the whole field. 

“I don’t think it’s acceptable. I feel lucky that 
I didn’t wreck,” he said after an llth-place 
finish. 

“We show up to bust our (butt) to get our cars 
to handle right and do right everywhere else, 
but when you come here, you just sit in the 
bus, wait for the damn race to start and see 
what your number is at the end of the deal. 
It’s a lottery.’Q

— Ross Fisher won the 
36-hole World Match Play 
Championship final on Sunday 
with a convincing 4 and 3 
victory over Anthony Kim. 
Fisher had an eagle at the 
par-4 22nd hole and birdie at 
the par-5 23rd to put him 3- 
up at the Finca Cortesin golf 
course. Kim won the next hole 
but then missed putts on the 
25th and 26th holes. Kim later 
missed several hole-winning 
putts down the stretch. 
“Fortunately the putter finally 
got a little bit hot,” said 
Fisher, who became the fourth 
Englishman to win the event. 
“It was slow to get going but 
when I needed some crucial 
putts there were some really 
good putts I holed today.” 
Fisher, who was sharp around 
the greens early in the day, 
never trailed his American 
opponent as the first 18 holes 
were played in cool, overcast 
conditions before the sun 
came out in the afternoon. 

“It was tough. This course 
is very demanding, not only 
mentally but physically,” 
said Fisher, whose 126 holes 
completed included a playoff 
against Masters champion 
Angel Cabrera on Saturday. 
“Fitness was probably a big 
aspect.” Kim tried to rally 
on the second 18, putting his 
drive within 15 feet on the 
24th hole and then making 
the birdie putt, but he couldn’t 
hold it together around the 
greens, lipping out from about 
a foot on the 26th. 


Trailing by three holes with 
eight to play, Kim just couldn’t 
get his putter rolling. 

“It was an up-and-down battle 
all day and I never seemed 
to get anything going. That’s 
what cost me today,” Kim 
said. “I never seemed to make 
a string of three or four birdies 
in a row.” 

Fisher, who won for the first 
time this season, earned 
€750,000 ($1.1 million) for 
the victory and jumped into 
the top five in the European 
Tour money standings. 

He called it one of his best 
rounds as a pro. 

“Obviously, it’s a huge 
stepping stone. To win it 
is huge and it’s given me a 
massive confidence boost,” 
Fisher said. “The only thing 
missing this year was a win. 
This kind of is a big cherry.” 
The 24-year-old Kim, 
who would have become 
the youngest-ever winner, 
improved his chances of 
playing in the season-ending 
Dubai World Championship by 
earning €450,000 ($666,000) 
to move into the top 35 in the 
money list. 

“I gave it all I had but 
unfortunately it wasn’t good 
enough,” Kim said. “Of course 
I’m disappointed but what can 
you do? He played great.” 
Robert Allenby beat Cabrera in 
the 18-hole third-place match. 
The Australian, who won the 
18th hole to force sudden 
death, sank an 18-foot eagle 
putt in the playoff to secure 
the €250,000 ($368,000) 

prize. Cabrera won €200,000 
($296,000).□

TEGUCIGALPA (AP) - La 
Organization de los Estados 
Americanos (OEA) anuncio el 
domingo que la secretaria de Trabajo 
de Estados Unidos Hilda Solis y el ex 
presidente chileno Ricardo Lagos seran 
los dos representantes extranjeros 
que verificaran el cumplimiento de 
los acuerdos en la crisis politica 
hondurena. 

Solis y Lagos arribaran el martes a 
Tegucigalpa, informo el secretario 
general de la OEA Jose Miguel Insulza 
desde Washington. Los dos miembros 
se sumaran a los designados por el 
presidente derrocado Manuel Zelaya 
y el gobemante de facto Roberto 
Micheletti. 

Zelaya designo a su diplomatico ante 
la ONU Jorge Arturo Reina, mientras 
que Micheletti al negociador Arturo 
Corrales. El acuerdo alcanzado el 
jueves por las partes en la crisis y 
que tiene como punto central que el 
Congreso vote por la restitucion o no 
de Zelaya, establecio que la comision 


de verificacion se conforme el lunes. 

El acto file impulsado decididamente 
por la administracion del presidente 
Barack Obama, que prometio respaldar 
los comicios generales del 29 de 
noviembre, al igual que la OEA.

El gobierno de unidad 
debe entregar el poder al triunfador 
de la contienda presidencial, el 27 de 
enero.
